The trustees of the Public Library, in presenting 
this their fourth annual report to the town, desire to 
call the attention of the voters of the town to the ever 
increasing’ value, as an educatioanl factor, of this 
institution; year by year it is noticed by those in po- 
sition to observe. that the books are more and more 
consulted for such information as is not readily obtain- 
able elsewhere; at the same time there has been no 
dimunition of the interest of those who read for pres- 
ent amusement only.

Keport of the Board of Health. 


To the Selectinen: 


GENTLEMEN.—We have the honor to submit the re- 
port of the Board of Health for the current year: 

We have had some work to do in purifying wells in 
the center village, which had become impure because 
of unsanitary surrounding. One of these, in particu- 
lar, has been of considerable trouble in years past, and 
the means then taken to purify it having proved una- 
vailing, the water was sampled and submitted to analy- 
sis by the State chemist, the result showing such im- 
pure water that we felt obliged to condemn the well 
and have it filled up and another made in’a new 
place, which up to date seems to be satisfactory. 
Another one has been. cleansed and the water now 
seems pure, but we are in doubt as to whether the 
improvement will be permanent. We are afraid other 
wells are in danger of becoming polluted, and advise 
the careful looking to them by property owners, for to 
impose impure water supply upon a tenant is very 
reprehensible. Since December, scarlet fever has been 
very prevalent, and the community is not wholly free 
fromit. Fortunately, it has been of a very mild type 
and no deaths have yet resulted from it. We say this 
because of the disregard in many cases of the terms 
of the quarantine which the law imposes. The red 
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placard posted at the entrance of the houses where 
the disease is located means that the family are to 
remain secluded and persons not necessary for the care 
of the sick are to keep away until the attendant phy- 
sician pronounces the danger of contagion is past. 
Disregard of these conditions subjects the offender to 
a legal penalty at the discretion of the board of 
health. Much pressure has been brought to cause us 
to order the closing of the schools because of the prev- 
alence of this disease, but as no particular precaution 
seemed to be taken by those most desirious of this 
measure, to refrain from attending the many public 
and private social gatherings where the danger of 
contagion is far greater than it could be in the 
schools, we have not understood it to be our duty to 
deprive anyone of the advantages of the schools, for 
unless we should close the prayer meeting, the church 
social, the wandering shows who occupy the town hall 
and set a constant guard over the places where the 
disease is located, the closing of the schools would 
serve no practical purpose in staying the disease, and 
prove a hardship to many.
